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JURORS AT ODDS 
With DOWD, MAY 
ASK DALTON'S AID 


Some Members Said to 


Think Prosecutor| 


Tries to Evaluate Re- 
liability of Testimo 
for Them. | 


Members of the circuit court 
grand jury are considering ask- 
ing Attorney General John M. 
Dalton of Missouri to step into 
the current police pay-off inves- 
tigation because of conflicts 
that have arisen between Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd 
and some jurors, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 


These conflicts have become 
so acute that some grand jurors 
approached Circuit Judge James 
E. McLaughlin last week and 
asked him to define the rights 
and prerogatives of the jury, 
particularly regarding the 
weight to be given to testimony 
by witnesses. 


Dowd heard of the incident 
and became angered, causing 
relations between the circuit 
attorney and at least some 
members of the jury to become 
more strained, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told. 

It is reported the jury feels 
that Dowd has been trying to 
force on the jurors his opinion 
of the reliability of testimony 
without letting them assess the 
evidence themselves. 

The circuit attorney also had 
difficulties with the previous 
grand jury in the pay-off in- 
vestigation, believing that some 
of the jurors were antagonistic 
to him and members of his 
staff. 

No Indictments Yet. 

No indictments have been 
returned thus far by any of the 
three grand juries that have 
heard evidence in the inquiry. 
Two of the juries received only 
a limited amount of such testi- 
mony. 

The grand jury was scheduled 
to reconvene today to hear tes- 
timony which Dowd said will be 
part of the evidence on which 
he will seek indictments against 
police officers this week. 

Witnesses scheduled are Mrs. 
Ethel Clift, a brothel operator; 
two women who were employed 
by her, and two other persons 
whom the circuit attorney did 
not identify. 

The circuit attorney said to- 
aay he will have “a detailed 
statement to make” in event 
grand jurors request the as- 
sistance of the State Attorney 
General] in the inquiry. 

In reference to the reported 
conflict between him and the 
grand jury, Dowd stted: 

“No member of my staff or 
I have tried to impose our opin- 
jon as to the credibility of wit- 
nesses upon the jurors. 

“All I ask is that the grand 
jury hear the case to conclu- 
sion before arriving at any 
opinion.

| dental decay have been amply 
demonstrated, St. Louis health 
authorities said today in urging 
defeat of a move to kill the 
city’s fluoridation program. 

After installing special equip- 
ment costing $30,000, the Water 
Division began adding fluorides 
to the municipal water supply 
two weeks age, in compliance 
with an ordinance passed by the 
Board of Aldermen last October. 
Last Friday the aldermanic 
committee on legislation afi- 
nounced that it will recommend 
————| passage of a bill to repeal the 
fluoridation ordinance. 

“It would be nothing short of 
tragic if all the efforts to date 
to protect the dental health of 
our city’s children should be 
nullified after only a few days’ 
' trial,” said Dr, Willard Bartlett, 
chairman of the St. Louis Medi- 
cal Society's committee on 
fluoridation. 

As evidence that fluoridation 
is no longer considered an ex- 
perimental measure, he cited a 
10-year test carried out among 
school children in the neigh- 
boring cities of Newburgh and 
Kingston, N.Y. In Newburgh, 
which fluoridated its water sup- 
ply, the children had 60 per 
cent fewer decayed,*missing or 
filled teeth than in Kingston, 
which used no fluorides, it was 
reported. 

Saving on Dental Bills. 

“Data has been submitted to 
the Board of Aldermen indicat- 
ing a projected saving of $300,- 
000 a year in dental bills for the 
people of St. Louis as a result 
of fluoridation,” Dr. Bartlett 
declared. 

The St. Louis Dental Society 
termed fluoridation an “impor- 
tant step towards controlling 
the high incidence of dental de- 
cay among our people,” and ap- 


Urging rejection of the re- 
peal proposal, Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
city health commissioner, said: 

“It is my considered opinion 
that fluoridation of water sup- 
plies is one of the truly great 
publie health procedures of our 
time. This opinion is based on 
the accumulated scientific evi- 
dence that the addition of fluor- 
ide to water supplies in the 
recommended amount of one 
part fluoride to one million 
parts of water will prevent den- 
tal caries up to 66 per cent in 
children who have continuously 
drunk such water from 
through 12 years of age. 


“The accumulated scientific | 


evidence indicates that the anti- 
caries effect, once obtained dur- 
ing infaney and childhood, is a 
permanent one and lasts 
throughout life.” 

Opponents of the program 
have expressed the fear that 
fluoridation, while it may foster 
dental health in children, may 
prove harmful to elderly per- 
sons by aggravating arthritis o1 
other ailments. Such fears are 
unfounded, Dr. Smith declared 

“There is no scientific evi- 
dence that fluoridated water 
supplies containing the optimal 
amount of one part per million 
will result in any damage to 
the human organism.” he said 
“Some opponents constantly re- 
fer to what 10, 100 or 500 parts 
per million will do to the hu- 
man being. to yeast, rats, etc. 

“It cannot be pointed out too 
often that we are recommend- 
ing addition of a trace amount 
of fluoride—one part to one 
million parts of water.” 

‘he Real Property Owners’ 
League has played a leading 
part in opposing fluoridation 
here, distributing leaflets, cir-

We 
add 24,983 tons of lime a year 
to our water in St. Louis, 4108 
tons of aluminum sulphate, 
2374 tons of ferrous sulphate, 
382 tons of aluminum hydro- 
xide and 597 tons of chlorine. 

“All these are poisonous if 
used in excessive: quantities, 
yet all are being used with 
safety. There is no reason why 
we cannot do the same with 
fluoridation.” 

As to the methods by which 
are added to the 
water, the system is “fool- 
proof,” Dr. Smith asserted. 

Large cities already fluori- 
dating their water’ include 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, San Francisco, Pitts- 
burgh, Milwaukee, Buffalo, In- 
dianapolis, Denver, 
Rochester and’ Oklahoma City, 
he reported, adding that Chi- 
cago. Detroit, Fort 
Cleveland and Minneapolis 
have approved fluoridation and 
soon will put it into operation.

Drugs, he 
said, can only bring out pat- 
terns that were built up in the 
ject’s past experience. 

In another talk. this .after- 
noon, Dr. Alfred H. Stanton, 
associate professor of psychi- 
atry at Harvard Medical School, 
discussed the mental hospital's 
function in providing an over- 
all environment that will give 
patients the best possible 
chance for recovery. 


He recalled that the World | 


Health Organization's Expert | 
Committee of Mental Health | 
said in 1953 that the “atmos- 
phere” of a mental hospital 


was the most important single 
factor in its success. 
Knowledge Must Advance. 
Dr. Stanton noted that men- 
tal hospital discharge rates had 
improved greatly during the 


nineteenth century, but the 
gain proved temporary. He

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GOVERN BREMEN 


Socialists Want to Con- 

- tinue Coalition After 
Resounding Election 
Victory. 


BREMEN, Germany, Oct. 10 
(UP)—The victorious Social- 


Democratic party today asked 
ancellor Adenauer’s Christian 
mocrats to continue in a coal- 

ition government for Bremen 

city and state. 

The opposition Socialists won 
a resounding victory in yester- 
day's election, the first vote 
test since Adenauer’s mission 
to Moscow. 

The Socialists won an abso- 
lute majority in the state leg- 
islature, but Adenauer’s party 
doubled its minority strength. 

Socialist President Wilhelm 
Kaisen also asked the Free 
Democrats, the third group in 
the three-party coalition, to re- 
main in the government and 
continue “as before the strong 
co-operation in the interests of 
Bremen.” 

Socialists Capture 52 Seats. 

Kaisen’s’ party scored what 
he called a “great victory” in 
the election, capturing 52 out 
of 100 state Parliament seats. 

He said he hoped the federal 
government at Bonn would soon 
be a “great coalition” like the 
one which has governed Bremen 
successfully for the past four 
years. Observers said the 
Christian Democrats and the 


Free Democrats most. likely | 


ould agree to continue the 
remen coalition. 
About 85 per cent of the eli- 


gible voters went to the polls) 


in the hotly disputed election. 
They gave the Socialists 48 per 
cent of the popular vote and in- 
creased their representation in 
the state Parliament from 46 
to 52. 

The Christian Democrats. 
went from number four to num- 
ber two party in the popular 
vote, and doubled their repre- 
sentation in the state Parlia- | 
ment from nine to 18 seats. 

« But even so the Christian 
Democrats, who had hoped to 
knock the Socialists out of the | 
government and form a coali- 
tion of bourgeois parties, re- 
ceived 5 per cent fewer votes 
than they received in the 1953 
elections when Adenauer 
headed a national party ticket. 
Pitched Against Foreign Policy. 

The Socialists, who pitched 
their campaign against Aden- 
auer’s foreign policy, promptly | 
claimed the results marked a | 
“turning point” away from the | 
Chancellor’s policies in the | 
post-Geneva area. 


The election resulted in the | 
elimination of the slowly wan- | 


ing Refugee party from the | 
Bremen assembly and nearly 
ousted the Communists. | 

The Communists barely 
squeaked through with 5 per | 
cent of the total vote needed 
under West German electoral | 
law to gain seats in the legisla- | 
ture. Their number of repre- 
sentatives dropped from six to | 
four. 

The German party won 18 | 
seats and the Free Democrats | 
eight. | 

The election did not affect 
the makeup of the federal Bun- 
desrat, the upper house of Par- 
liament, which is elected indi- 
rectly by the state legislatures. 
The Adenauer government has 
a two-thirds majority in the 
Bundersrat.

How Mr. Truman, Unwilling and 
Pledged to Byrnes, Was Picked 
by Roosevelt to be No. 2 Man on 
His Ticket.

ARLY in 1944 some of my friends began to sug- 
| ipo to me that I become a candidate for Vice 

President. I had never entertained such an idea, 
and whenever the suggestion was made, I brushed it 
aside. I was doing the job I wanted to do; and it was 
one that I liked, and I had no desire to interrupt my 
career in the Senate. As the time for the Democratic 
Convention drew closer, however, my name was men- 
tioned frequently as a possible candidate for the 
nomination. This disturbed me, for I had repeatedly 
given notice that I did not want to be a candidate. 

In July, 1944, as I was about to leave my home in In- 
dependence for the opening of the convention in Chicago, 
the telephone rang. It was Jimmy Byrnes calling from 
Washington. He told me that President Roosevelt had de- 
cided on him as the new nominee for Vice President, and 
he asked me if I would nominate him at the convention. I 
told him that I would be glad to do it if the President want- 
ed him for a running mate. 

At the time Byrnes called, Henry Wallace was widely 
considered to be the leading candidate for the Vice Presi- 
dential nomination, and there was no doubt that he wanted 
very much to remain Vice President. Still a favorite with 
President Roosevelt, Wallace had the almost solid support 
of labor. His only real opposition was in the South, where 
he was looked upon by many as a dangerous radical. It was 
in the South that Byrnes expected to get his biggest push. 
Wallace, moreover, was not popular as Vice President either 
in the Senate or with the politicians who ran things in the 
party organization. Therefore, when Byrnes called to tell 
me that Roosevelt had decided to have him on his ticket for 
his fourth term, I took it for granted that all the details 
had been arranged. 

Before I left for Chicago, there was another call. It 
was Alben Barkley, the Majority Leader of the Senate, ask- 
ing if I would nominate him for Vice President at the Con- 
vention. I told him that Byrnes had just called me with 
the same request and that I had already promised to place 
his name before the ¢onvention. 


Mr. Truman Learns of Own Candidacy. 

When I arrived in Chicago, I had breakfast with Sidney 
Hillman, who was a power in the labor faction of the con- 
vention. I asked him if he would support Byrnes. He said 
he would not, that there were only two men besides Henry 
Wallace he would support. They were William O. Douglas, 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and Harry S. Truman, U. S. 
Senator from Missouri. I told him that I was not a candi- 
date and that I had agreed to nominate Byrnes, becuse he 
told me the President wanted him. 

Then I had a meeting with Phil Murray, head of the 
C.1.0., and one with A. F. Whitney, head of the Railroad 
Trainmen. Both expressed themselves exactly as Sidney 
Hillman had. The next morning William Green, head of 
the A. F. of L., asked me to breakfast at the Palmer House. 
He told me that the A. F. of L. did not like Wallace and that 
they had decided to support me. I told him my position 
with Byrnes and repeated that I was not a candidate. 

While we were talking, Senators Tydings and George 
Radcliff came over to our table and asked me to come to 
their table to meet the Maryland delegation to the conven- 
tion. I went.over, thinking perhaps I could drum up some 
support for Byrnes. Tidings introduced me, however, as 
the Maryland candidate for Vice President. All I could do 
was to explain my position and return to finish my conversa- 
tion with Green. 

I reported all these conversations to Byrnes in detail. 
Every time I gave him the information, Byrnes told me just 
to wait, that the President would straighten everybody out 
in plenty of time. 

On Tuesday evening of convention week, National Chair- 
mfn Bob Hannegan came to see me and told me unequivocal- 
ly that President Roosevelt wanted me to run with him on 
the ticket. This astonished me greatly, but I was still not 
convinced. Even when Hannegan showed me a Jonghand 
note written on a scratch pad from the President's desk 
which said, “Bob, it’s Truman. F.D.R.,” I still could not 
be sure that the handwriting in the note was the Presi- 
dent's own. 

One thing that contributed to my confusion was my 
knowledge of a letter which the President had written 
earlier in which he stated that he would be satisfied with 
either Wallace or Douglas. He had also made a public 
statement to the effect that, if he were a delegate in the 
convention, he would personally vote for Wallace. 


Hand-picked by F.D.R. Far in Advance. 


Another fact, which I did not learn until some time 
later, was that the President had called a meeting, far in 
advance of the Democratic convention, to discuss with party 
leaders the selection of a running mate. Among those pres- 
ent at the White House meeting were Bob Hannegan, Ed 
Pauley, Frank Walker, George Allen and Ed Flynn. It was 
at this meeting that Roosevelt told his conferees that he 
preferred Truman over Wallace, Douglas or Byrnes, and 
jotted down the note in longhand which Hannegan was to 
show me at the convention. At the same meeting, he had 
instructed Walker to notify Byrnes of the decision. I be- 
lieve, therefore, that Byrnes knew that the President had 
named me at the the time he called me in Independence 
and asked me to nominate him at the convention. 


Meanwhile, the Missouri delegation to the convention 
held its first meeting, and I was named chairman. The 
first item of business to come up was a resolution indors- 
ing me for Vice President. In my capacity as presiding 
officer, I ruled the resolution out of order because I was 
not a candidate. Then someone called me to the door to 
pass on the admittance of a visitor, While my attention 
was thus diverted, the vice chairman of the delegation, Sam 
Wear, put the motion to a question. I was unanimously in- 
dorsed by the Missouri delegation for the nomination to the 
Vice Presidency. 

In times gone by, the Missourians were always in a 
knock-down, drag-out fight over what they wanted to do at 
Democratic conventions. That was the case in 1896, 1912, 
1920, 1924, 1928 and 1932. But this time there was no fight 
over the choice for either chairman or nominee. I did not 
understand it. 

On Thursday afternoon, the day before the Vice Presi- 
dent was to be nominated, Hannegan called me from his 
room in the Blackstone Hotel and asked me to come to @ 
meeting of the Democratic’ leaders. When I arrived there, 
they all began to put pressure on me to allow my name to 
be presented to the convention, but I continued to resist. 
Mr. Roosevelt Puts It Up to Mr. Truman. 

Hannegan had put in a long-distance telephone call to 
the President, who was in San Diego at the time. When the 
connection was made, I sat on one of the twin beds, and 
Hannegan, with the phone, sat on the other. Whenever 
Roosevelt used the telephone, he always talked in such «

My first act was to go over to the Stevens Hotel and 
report to Byrnes ‘the President's conversation with Hanne- 
gan and my decision to do what the President wanted. At 
this late hour of the convention, we had difficulty finding 
somedéne to nominate me. I had told all my friends that I 
was not a candidate, and they were now committed else- 
where. Finally, however, we persuaded Senator Bennett 
Clark to make the nominating speech. The following day, I 
was chosen by the convention as its nominee for the Vice 
Presidency of the United States.

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Subsidy or Price Pegs? 

Ever since Sockless Jerry Simpson advised 
Populists of the "90s to raise less corn and more 
hell, economic discontent on the farms has found 
ready. political expression. 

This process is going on today as farmers in 
Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska hold meetings— 
some of them big meetings—to protest falling 
livestock prices. Interestingly enough, the pro- 
test movement is even bringing out some of the 
old names that were linked with the wave of 
agrarian discontent that swept over the Middle 
West 25 years ago—Nels Kraschel, Democratic 
governor of Iowa 1937-39, and Dan Turner, Re- 
publican governor of Iowa 1931-33, to name two. 

It fell to Former Gov. Turner to set the tone 
for one of these meetings at Creston, Ia., when 
he declared: “I do not intend to indulge in per- 
sonalities, but I ask Secretary Benson to resign.” 

Mr, Turner was governor during the “farm 
holiday” movement of 1932—a short-lived period 
when a few farmers went “on strike” in a hope- 
less effort to raise prices, dumped milk along 
the highways and otherwise tried to interfere 
with marketing of farm products. Gov. Turner 
was opposed to violence then and still is, and 
sponsors of the protest meetings are quick to 
disavow any such intentions. What they are 
after is a floor of $20 a hundredweight under 
hogs, and $30 under cattle. 

> * s ; 

Just how wide and deep is this protest move- 
ment cannot yet be estimated. But there is 
no doubt that, with hog prices last week touch- 
ing the lowest level since 1946, livestock income 
has been heavily hit. We think it can be taken 
for granted that if the decline continues the 
political pressure for government action will 


become irresistible. It is important to be think- ° 


ing about what kind of action should be taken 
in such event. 

Secretary Benson keeps talking about the un- 
fortunate “squeeze” which catches farmers be- 
tween inflexible high costs and declining farm 
prices. In his words there is usually an implica- 
tion that the way to solve this problem is to 
reduce the farmer’s costs to match his lower 
prices. But from the national viewpoint no such 
general deflation can be permitted, lest it de- 
velop into a general depression. If there is to 
be an adjustment of the farmer's position, it 
will have to be by improving his income, not 
by reducing that of others. 

But price supports are not the only way of 
improving farm income, and we hope Congress 
fully examines all the alternatives if it comes to 
the point of seriously considering action in be- 
half of livestock growers.

The Des Moines Register, in an editorial re- 
cently reprinted on this page, strongly urged a 
system of direct payments to hog growers in- 
stead of price supports. Under this plan, pork 
would be allowed to find its own price level in 
the market, and farmers would be paid the dif- 
ference between the market price of hogs and 
an agreed standard calculated to yield them a 
fair income. Some form of production control 
would have to go with the plan. 

Nobody knows just how practical such a sys- 
tem would be or how much it would cost. Some 
argue that it would cost no more than price 
supports and maybe less. In any case, it is said, 
the cost would be paid only once, whereas price 
supports are paid for both by taxpayers (through 
the loans and purchases which support the mar- 
ket) and by consumers (through higher prices). 

Only a trial run of the direct-payment plan, 
‘perhaps, could answer the questions about it. 
During the pre-Korea slump of farm prices such 
a trial run was proposed by Secretary Brannan, 
but the firming up of prices resulting from war- 
time demand for products made action unneces- 
sary. Now that farm prices are slipping again, 
Congress ought to consider direct subsidies very 
seriously before it extends the price-support sys- 
tem to livestock. 


The District’s Job 

While the Metropolitan Sewer District surely 
should examine the proposal of a group of sub- 
division developers to build a section of trunk 
sewer along polluted Maline Creek, the District's 
principal effort ought to be directed at building 
the sewer itself. Jobs of this kind are precisely 
what the people expect the District to accomplish. 

Before the District can lay down a foot of 
new sewer in Maline Creek or anywhere else 
it will have to get its financing straightened out. 
Bankers will not lend money to an agency that 
threatens to go bankrupt. Once that matter is 
cleared up though, the District surely ought to 
be prepared to tackle the Maline Creek menace. 

In this connection, the City Administration's 
announcement that it agrees with the principle 
of the proposed flat-rate service charge should 
be quite a boost to the District. No one in 
St. Louis county is likely to object to this 
method of making the agency a going concern. 
And if the District and the city can agree on 
details of the service charge proposal, the 
District will have cleared its last major hurdle 
in the way of its credit standing. Then perhaps 
it can borrow the money to build the Maline 
Creek sewer. 

Mayor Tucker has said that “the important 
thing is to get the district off dead-center.” 
His agreement with the principle of the service 
charge provides quite a push in that direction. 
Eventually, though, the District itself will have to 
show a little life. 
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Progress on Atoms-for-Peace 
Although the problem of controlling atomic 
armaments still defies solution, heartening prog- 
ress is being made toward international co-opera- 
tion in developing peaceful uses of atomic energy. 


This is the big fact that emerges from the U.N. 
debate on “atoms-for-peace.” The General As- 
sembly’s Political Committee not only received 
encouraging reports on the success of last Au- 
gust’s Geneva conference on this subject, but 
heard Britain and the United States propose a 
second such conference three years hence. And 
Senator Pastore announced, furthermore, that it 
now looks as if agreement can be reached early 
in 1956 on a statute setting up an international 
agency to promote peaceful uses. 

It would be a mistake to suppose that eco 
nomically feasible atomic power on a large 
scale is just around the corner. But a great tech- 
nological competition to develop it is already 
under way. In this connection, Ralph E. Lapp’s 
report ‘on the Geneva conference, published in 
the current Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, is 
interesting. 

Dr. Lapp says the lesson of that conference is 
that “we now know beyond all doubt that we 
have been following a self<deceiving policy in 
much of our secrecy on the atom. Our secrets 
have been betrayed, not by men, but by Dame 
Nature, that fickle dispenser of truth. Secrets, 
even legitimate ones, cannot be kept for long.” 

The Atomic Energy Commission announced at 


- Geneva declassification of large areas of atomic 
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information—so large, indeed, that one AEC 
laboratory director said that only 5 per cent of 
his work is now secret, as compared with 65 per 
cent before. Dr. Lapp says the most rapid prog- 


ress in atomic power development can only come . 


if the United States adopts “the realistic attitude 
that nuclear power development should be, ‘from 
now on, completely free from the clutches of 
secrecy,” 

Secrecy has its place, of course, in weapons 
applications of atomic energy. But it can be a 
stultifying influence in basic research and in 
non-military uses. Ta 
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Where Not to Test Jets 

The crash of a McDonnell Aircraft Corp. plane 
near Monticello, Ia., north of Cedar Rapids, re- 
emphasizes the undesirability of testing air- 
planes, particularly jets, in areas where con- 
gested communities may. be endangered. It was 
the fourth crash of a McDonnell test plane 
this year. 

Crashes have occurred near Carrollton and 
Grafton, in Illinois, and only three months ago 
a jet Demon, the type of plane which fell near 
Monticello, crashed and burned on the grounds 
of the Bellerive Country club in Normandy with- 
in a stone’s throw of Florissant road and 400 
feet from a school. 

After the Normandy crash Representative 
Karsten of St. Louis suggested that the test fly- 
ing of jet aircraft be transferred from Lambert- 
St. Louis Field to the airfield at Vichy, Mo., 88 
miles to the southwest, a sparsely settled area 
where there is considerable open ground. 

Even that relatively withdrawn location, of 
course, would not have provided protection from 
a plane that was out of control for 215 miles. 
But in general a test field in a more thinly 
settied area may be used more safely than a 
test field in a more thickly settled one. 

The latest crash, however, occurred after a 
take-off from Lambert-St. Louis Field. The air- 
craft had flown pilotless for almost an hour 
and a quarter and traveled 215 miles with its 
whereabouts unknown. How many communities 
lay briefly in the shadow of, flaming death dur- 
ing that journey cannot even be conjectured. 

Next time so many may not be so fortunate. 
Are these four warnings, with their providential 
sparing of the lives of countless innocent by- 
standers, not sufficient to suggest a diligent and 
expeditious search for a safer place to test jet 
planes? 
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If Uniforms Made the Man 


Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor has ordered American 
officers in Europe to discard their olive drab uni- 
forms for “pinks and greens”—dark green jack- 
ets and light trousers. This uniform in turn will 
give way to full “greens” next year, and when 
off-duty, officers are to wear the new dress 
“blues.” 

We cite this not as an example of a riot of 
color, which it is certainly not, but merely to 
show the historic trend in military apparel. A 
century ago the resplendent uniform of chivalry 
began to give way to the more practical uniform 
of camouflage. Now, in a day of weapons of mass 
destruction, there is perhaps not so much need 
to be practical, and the Army can operate on 
the theory that a little gold braid never hurt 
anybody. 

If the Army now desires to look sharp, feel 
sharp and catch up with the natty Marines, just 
what uniform could it adopt? The Spanish- 
American war brown and Civil War blue were 
no brighter than present pinks and greens. The 
fact of the matter is that the most impressive 
uniform our Army ever had was in the War of 
1812, when officers could wear bright blue 
trimmed in scarlet, with golden epaulets and 
shakos or silver plumed helmets. 

Unfortunately, the War of 1812 was one of our 
less effective, we might say, wars. Our principal 
victory in it was won by Jackson’s men in coon- 
skin hats. The Davy Crockett uniform may look 
good to many young Americans these days, but 
we doubt if the Army is quite ready to adopt it. 
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No Rain-Checks in Brooklyn? 

Having accomplished the—for them—unpre- 
cedented feat of winning the World Series, the 
Brooklyn Dodgers have their eyes on bigger 
and higher things. They are contemplating a 
greater revolution in baseball by far than the 
shift from day to night games. They are con- 
sidering nothing less than an indoor ballpark. 

Don't snicker! R. Buckminster Fuller, the 
geodesic architect, has been retained by Walter 
O’Malley, boss of the world champions, to design 
a huge bubble 750 feet in diameter and 300 
feet—or more than 30 stories—high. That ought 
to be big enough for the longest homer and the 
highest pop fly with space enough left over 
for a goodly crowd of fans. Furthermore, it 
would be illuminated indirectly so, that no balls 
would be lost either in the sun or the flood- 
lights. There would not be a single pillar to 
keep a spectator, from over-ruling an umpire’s 
decision on a close play at any base, and air- 
conditioning would keep Brooklyn's well-known 
baseball passions under control. 

This is a fancy idea for a club which only 
a few months ago was slated to move to 
Minneapolis or Los Angeles or San Francisco 
because of decliging attendance in Brooklyn. 
Can victory in the last contest of a seven-game 
series make that much difference in front-office 
outlook? Well, not quite. It seems that Mr. 
O'Malley has a notion that Borough Hall might 
pay the bill. 
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One Driver, Too Many Horses 

Gov. Stratton’s declaration that he saw no rea- 
son for auto manufacturers to continue increas- 
ing horsepower comes on the heels of an impres- 
sive array of opinions to the same effect. A 
thousand delegates to the American Automobile 
Association’s annual meeting, in Washington, 
urged a curb on motor power and speed only a 
week before. They toid manufacturers they im- 
posed an unwarranted hazard on car owners— 
a hazard which, as the Illinois Governor said 
later, makes speed the cause of a third of deaths 
in automobile accidents. 


Still earlier last month, the chief magistrate. 


of Baltimore's traffic court, Judge Stanley 
Scherr, proposed federal legislation to require 
manufacturers to hold the speed of automobiles 
down to 70 miles an hour. And New York City’s 
traffic commissioner, T. T. Wiley, has said: 

“Most drivers are not sufficiently trained nor 
physically able to handle the horsepower placed 
at their disposal. Most highways are not de- 
signed to accommodate such vehicles. (Manu- 
facturers) have gone on a big car-high horse- 
power jag that can be as insidious in its effects 
upon the public as the pushing of dope to the 
prospective dope addict. Continuation of the 
present trend is sheer madness.”

A Statement by Arthur H. Compton, Chairman, St. Louis Educational 
Television Commission 


St. Louis’s educational television Sta- 
tion KETC opens its second year of op- 
eration in a position of strength. Its 
finances are stabilized. It has in hand 
programs of increasing quality. The sta- 
tion is looking forward to another year 
of strong growth. 

A comprehensive report of the sta- 
tion’s first year of operation will soon 
be published by the St. Louis Education- 
al Television Commission. In the mean- 
time I am making this statement to cor- 
rect an impression of weakness of the 
station that has resulted from recently 
published letters and articles. 


I am pleased to find, after seven 
months’ absence, that Station KETC is 
in a good position to build with confi- 
dence for an increasing service. 

The staff and budget of KETC are 
the largest of any of the sixteen educa- 
tional television stations now on the 
air. This staff ineludes persons of out- 
standing ability and devotion. 

Rapid progress is being made in the 
usefulness of television to the teachers 
in the schools of the St. Louis area. 


Following the significant success of a 
trial course for university credit last 
spring, two such courses for cpvedit are 
being offered this autumn by St. Louis 
University and Washington University. 

On the basis of its first year’s per- 
formance, Station KETC has earned a 
high national reputation. It has ¢on- 
tributed several programs to the Educa- 
tion Television and Radio Center which 
are being used widely over other asso- 
ciated stations. In return the St. Louis 
station is receiving from the Center 
educational programs of rapidly increas- 
ing quality produced throughout the 
world 

Increasing co-operation is coming from 
the Public Library, the Art Museum 
and various civic agencies, in addition 
to that from the universities and schools. 


This is making pdbsible stronger live 
programs featuring music, books, arts 
and crafts. 


Changes in staff have caused tempo- 
rary interruption in certain programs, 
including the popular pioneer children’s 
program “The Finder” and the public 
affairs program “Soap Box.” “The Find- 
er” is now back on the air, together 
with new programs for children. The 
station expects to renew its public af- 
fairs discussions as soon as the necessary 
replacements on its staff can be made. 


Of the $150,000 objective of last year's 
special financing effort, about $106,000 
has been received. This is in addition 
to a $95,110 foundation grant for the 
specific purpose of developing television 
school programs. There are available 
also for this year $144,000 from the 
schools and $10,000 for producing 
programs for national distribution. 


With these funds, the station has put 
its operation on a stable financial basis 
The Commission has important addi- 
tional projects that should be under- 
taken for the community's benefit. 
These must however await the assur- 
ance of additional funds. 

The courage, enthusiasm and re- 
sourcefulness of the staff of Station 
KETC in the difficult but successful 
first-year of its operation are worthy of 
special mention — likewise the loyalty, 
devotion and vision of the members of 
the Commission. In particular Mr. Philip 
Hickey merits the thanks of the St. 
Louisecommunity for his faithfulness 
and skill in guiding the Commission 
during the difficult last half year, when 
budgetary and personnel problems 
assumed critical proportions. 


The high level reached by last spring's 
programs and the strength of the sta- 
tion’s present: position are the result of 
the combined work of these persons.

Two little girls play in a daisy-filled 
meadow. In the intimacy of a newly- 
made summer friendship, one confides 
to the other that she knows a secret of 
love, that she knows who loves her and 
who does not. Then, plucking off the 
daisy petals one by one, she finds the 
answer to her question.

This short novel is a simple account 
of the childhood and first love of a 
young girl growing up on the fringe of

Our Weakness at Geneva 


WASHINGTON. 


oo TIME HAS PASSED and enough has happened to 
enable us to see more clearly and concretely the significance 


of the meeting at the summit in Geneva last July. I am 
afraid that an honest examination must show that Moscow has 


had the Initiative, and that it has taken formidable advantage 
of the military and political situation. 


It has adapted its foreign 
policy to the fact that there 
is a military stalemate, and it 
is exploiting this fact in an 
astute and care- 
fully calculated 
diplomatic cam- 
paign. The 
campaign is de- 
signed to under- 
mine the West- 
ern military sys- 
tem and to neu- 


tralize American 
power in Eu- 
rope. We shall 
s00n be asking 
ourselves what 
is wrong with 
our own policies. We shall be. 
asking ourselves whether they 
have not remained frozen in the 
pre-Geneva mold, and whether | 
as a result we are not coming 
off second best in the diplo- 
matic duel in Germany, in the 
Middle East and in the Medi- 
terranean. 

In retrospect it is clearer than 
ever that what happened at 
Geneva was a public acknowl- 
edgement by the heads of states 
that they cannot wage an atomic 
war. The words used at Ge- 
neva were in the form of decla- 
rations and pledges that they 
would not go to war. But the 
underlying reality was that the 
governments knew from their 
Scientists and military leaders 
that in the existing balance of 
power war has to be avoided.

In Expectation of War. 


That simultaneous public 
acknowledgement about war 
was all that was agreed to at 
Geneva. But that agreement 
was enormously important. For 
on both sides of the iron cur- 
tain there have been built up 
during the cold war military 
and political structures of alli- 
ances based on the expectation 
of a third world war. 

There is no doubt about this 
in regard to the foreign policy 
of the United States since the 
declaration of the Truman doc- 


trine. And in the East the 
threat of encirclement by the 
United States has long been 


used to justify the domination 
of the satellites and the police 
repression within the Commu- 
nist orbit. 

It it clear enough now, I 
think, that some time last 
winter the Kremlin, realizing 
that there was an atomic stale- 
mate, formed a diplomatic pol- 
icy based on that fact. The 
major premise of the policy was 
that the fear of Soviet military 
aggression, which had been so 
strong since the Korean aggres- 
sion, should be removed from 
the minds of the people of the 
old world, 


Removal of Fear. 


Then when the fear had been 
removed, the Soviet Union 
would be able to exploit diplo- 
matically the great divisions of 
the non-Communist world 
that of the two Germanys, that 
of France and Germany, that 
of Islam and Europe, etc., etc 

The removal of the fear of 
Soviet military aggression was 
easy enough because, as a mat- 
ter of fact, Soviet military ag- 
gression was impossible in the 
existing stalemate. 

On this point the Soviet pol- 
icy was not to deceive the West.

The amiability of Moscow 
since the spring may reflect a 
number of things that are hap- 
pening in the Soviet Union. 
But on the military level it 
has expressed the fact that war 
is at this time impossible. What 
the Kremlin wanted and what 
the Kremlin got at Geneva was 
a spectacular demonstration 
that there was no longer need 
to fear Soviet military aggres- 
sion. 

The removal of that fear has 
made it difficult to keep the 
democratic parliaments voting 
for military appropriations. It 
has also produced a reappraisal 
of their foreign policies. The 
fear of Soviet military con- 
quest having been largely dis- 
pelled, there is a new order so 
to speak, of priorities in many 
nations, 


Freedom for Trouble. 


Among the Germans, for ex- 
ample, reunification has become 


more important than the mili- 


tary alliance with the West. 
Greece and Turkey have ail« 
lowed themselves a quarrel over 
Cyprus that they would never 
have dared to indulge in if they 
were still afraid of being con- 
quered by the Soviet Union. 
Egypt, and perhaps also Sy- 
ria, are feeling free to maneuver 
for high stakes, something they 


would not risk if they thought 
the Red Army might roll down 


upon them. 

The strength of the new_So- 
viet diplomacy is in the fact 
that in these various conflicts 
the Russians have worked them- 
selves into the classic position 
where they hold the balance of 
power. This is most evident in 
Europe where they are now in 
a position to play upon the bal- 
ance between the two Ger- 
manys, the balance between 
France and Germany and the 
balance of Germany with Po- 
land. 


Old Balance of Power. 


The Western position is in- 
ferior. For one thing the Soviet 
Union holds the biggest cards— 
namely Eastern Germany and 
the lost German territory be- 
yond the Potsdam frontier. For 
another the Soviet Union is 
stronger because it can be more 
flexible. It is not bound as 
Britain and America are bound 
to a German policy which is not 
negotiable. 

As a result, because the 
Kremlin can negotiate while we 
cannot, the prospect in Ger- 
many must suit Moscow only 
too well. For the situation is 
shaping uffor direct dealings 


'with Germany while the Eng- 


lish-speaking peoples are on the 
sidelines 

The frozen condition of our 
own policies is our greatest 
weakness. We have, of course, 
great military, economic and 
political assets if only we were 
in a position to use them for 
bargaining purposes. At the 
present time we are unable to 
use them. They are frozen by 
rigid and highly emotional com- 
mitments Before our diplo- 
matic position can be improved, 
our assets must be made ne- 
gotiable 

That is something which the 
President was just beginning to 
do when he was stricken.

alled Cheese Galope? That

Two cups (one-half pound) 
snappy cheese, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon dry 
mustard, one can (one and one- 
third cups) condensed tomato 
soup, six slices hot toast. 

Stir cheese and seasonings 
over low heat until cheese 
melts. Add enough tomato soup 
to thin mixture so that it may 
be poured on toast. Yield: six 
servings. 

Welsh Rabbit. 


One pound snappy cheese, 
grated, one tablespoon butter, 
one cup beer, two eggs, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
paprika, one teaspoon mustard, 
crackers or hot toast. 

Place cheese with butter in 
double broiler or in chafing dish. 
Stir over hot water until melted. 
Stir in the beer and stir con- 
stantiy until well blended. Beat 
in quickly the eggs one at a 
time. “Mix salt, paprika and 
mustard and stir into mixture. 
Serve over hot crackers 
toast.

What are the unknown factors 
that account for the other 75 per cent? 

That's what we'd like to know; and the extensive obser- 
vation of the American Family Relations during more than 
a quarter of a century, confirmed by such studies as those 
of A. C. Kinsey, indicates that the people who make a suc- 
cess of marriage are, in general, the people who work 
intelligently, earnestly, and persistently to succeed!

Reds Plant ‘Evidence’ -- Bishop Jailed 


Prelate Tells of Prison Death of Doctor Who Lived Only to Serve the Chinese Peopte

This is the second in a 
series by Bishop Frederick A. 
Donaghy M.M., expelled from 
Red China last June, in which 
he tells what he saw and ex- 
-perienced after the Commu- 
niste took over in the Wu- 
corey area of South China in 

949.

RRESTS became commorn- 
A piace at the time land re- 

form started in Red China. 
It was the usual sight to see 
people being led through the 
streets to jail and trial. In No- 
vember 1950, I felt that the 
time of pressure upon the 
Church was fast approaching. 

By now the Reds had torn 
down the placards proclaiming 
religious freedom and protec- 
tion for the foreigner. One of 
our priests in the Diocese had 
already been arrested. They 
claimed he was a spy who had 
been parachuted into the coun- 
try by the Americans. His pass- 
port stamped with the date of 
his entry wasn't enough to 
“prove” the lie to that accusa- 
tion. 

Some of the churches were 
guarded by soldiers to bar the 
entry of Catholics. Christianity 
was a frequent subject of the 
indoctrination classes. It was 
denounced as an arm of foreign 
invasion, and the missioners as- 
sailed as espionage agents of 
China's capitalistic enemies. 


In December I began noticing 
people about the church prop- 
erty who didn’t belong there. 
Houses nearby were being 
searched and I felt that our 
time would soon come. 


Then on the eighteenth two 
things happened. I received a 
telegram from Watlam an- 
nouncing that Father George 
Gilligan, of Brooklyn, had been 
arrested. Later in the day a 
Catholic teacher warned me 
that sometime during the night 
a search of the whole city was 
to be made. He explained that 
not only the soldiers and police 
in the city would take part in 
the search but that all the 
teachers were enrolled to; serve 
along with the security police. 

I believed the man and made 
some preparations. I had some 
foreign currency used for mis- 
sion business and this I put in 
a reasonably safe place. I be- 
lieved that the time was fast 
approaching when the mission 
would be brought to task, but as 
bishop it was my duty to stand 


firm. I was wneasy, but not 
afraid. 
The search began  siortly 


after midnight. The soldiers, 
police and teachers moved out 
all over the city. They did not 
come to the mission and I went 
to bed. 

I arose before dawn to go to 
the novitiate of the Chinese sis- 
ters to say mass. As I was 
shaving I heard people walking 
outside and I looked out the 
window. There was a group of 
people there, and I made out a 
number of soldiers, two of them 
obviously northerners from the 
Security of Police Bureau.

FOLLOWED my regular pro- 
| scam As soon as I left the 

house they beat on the main 
door. The houseboy opened the 
door, and told the police and 
soldiers that I was in church. 
They sent him for me 

I came back a little too 
quickly, because as I entered 
the house I met the two secur- 
ity police coming down from 
the upper floor. It was only 
afterwards, however, that I 
realized why they had rushed 
upstairs as soon as the houseboy 
had left. 

I began to suspect that some- 
thing was afoot when they said 
they had come to search the 
house and then led me straight 
to my bedroom. They allowed 
the houseboy and myself to 
open a box of clothing, and 
they made only a cugsory search 
there. Then I approached a 
wardrobe to open that, and I 
realized that I was going to 
see something there that I had 
never seen before when one of 
the poifcemen pushed me aside. 

The policeman opened the 
wardrobe and gave an indig- 
nant gasp of surprise. There 
he had found wrapped up in a 
Chinese newspaper a _ locally- 
made .45 revolver. He shouted 
and yelled and tried to make 
me admit ownership. 


Meanwhile, the other police- 
man had pulled open a small 
drawer. He, too, feigned great 
surprise at finding a package of 
raw opium, the first raw opium 
I had seen in all my years in 
China. The senior policeman 
immediately ordered the sol- 
diers to bind my arms. Then 
they went into a great act to 
impress the soldiers and teach- 
ers. I was afraid my houseboy 
would do something foolish. He 
had a better conception of what 
1 possessed than I did myself. 
His surprise at seeing the gun 
and opium was evident. 

I gave him a wink indicating 
that he shouldn't get involved. 
The soldiers then arrested Fa- 
ther Justin Kennedy, of West 
Shokan, N. Y., who had come 
to Wuchow the previous eve- 
ning to buy beoks for his Mary- 
knoll school. In order to make 
the arrest seem official, the 
Reds dropped some bullets into 
his luggage. He spent the same 
amount of time in jail as I did. 

Throughout the day, others 
were brought into the room in 
the jail. Among them were Dr. 
William Wallace, an old friend 
from the Southern Baptist Hos- 
pital, and Sister Rosalia of the 
Maryknoll Sisters. All of us 
were left in the room through-

to enlarge it. It is symbolic of 
things Communist that the 
first thing enlarged in Wuchow 
would be the jail. We were 
moved across the Fu river to 
the Kwangsi jail. It had been 
built by the Nationalists to hold 
a thousand prisoners, but the 
Communists crowded in a great 
many more than that. The nor- 
mal cell was built to hold 16 
prisoners. 


When we came out of the 
House of Detention, the streets 
were lined with people. I saw 
a group of Catholic women 
huddled together and gave 
them a sign of recognition. 
They walked along beside us 
without talking until we 
reached the river. They re- 
minded me of the pious women 
who met Christ on his way to 
Calvary. Itis always the women 
who stand by in time of hard- 
ship.

T the new prison thev al- 
A towed us to Stand around a 

corridor for a long time. 
Finally Father Kennedy and I 
were pushed into the last cell 
of a row of solitary cells. 

On the third day I was called 
out early in the morning and 
the questioning began. In all 
their questioning, the Reds fol- 
low a pattern, They try to mis- 
lead you by pretending to have 
information and that they seek 
only confirmation. 


The food in the prison was 
very meager. We were given a 
small cup of water in the morn- 
ing and another in the after- 
noon. This had to serve for 
drinking and washing. During 
the five months in jail I was 
allowed to go in the yard and 
take two baths in a small 
wooden basin. The second time 
I went out I became dizzy from 
the fresh air. 


We were not allowed to smoke 
in prison. One day when I was 
being questioned, the officer 
who did the questioning chain 
smoked all the time. He asked 
me at the end if I had any re- 
quests to make of the Govern- 


ment 
“No.” I replied. 
“You had better sav some- 


thing or ask for something,” a 
young woman official told me. 

They were so insistent that 
1 said, “First, I'd like my free- 
dom.” 

The high official, a north- 
erner, took a puff at his cig- 
arette and wrote “freedom.” 

“I would like to get out of 
my cell occasionally,” I con- 
tinued. “I would also like the 
opportunity to smoke once in a 
while.” 


The official wrote everything 
down and then said, “freedom |s 
to be decided for you on a 
higher level. This is an inter- 
national case. Regarding exer- 
cise, we haven't enough guards.” 
(There were hundreds of guards 
all over the place.) 

“Regarding smoking, medical 
science has proved that it is bad 
for one, so we can't allow you 
to do a bad thing here.” iI 
counted 20 butts in the ash 
tray, all smoked while he ques- 
tioned me.) 

Each prisoner was allowed 12 
ounces of rice a day, from 
which two ounces were deduct- 
ed for medical care. We were 
also given one vegetable a day 
—a bit of greens in water. 
When the rice was added you 
got sort of a soup. The meals 
in this prison, however, were 
better than in many others. 

Dr. Wallace, of the Baptist 
Hospital, was probably the most 
outstanding citizen in Wuchow, 
He was admired by everyone— 


from the lowest coolie to the * 


highest official in town. He 
had a wonderful reputation for 
his fine surgical and medical 
work and he was loved for his 
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kindness and devotion to the 
sick and the poor. 

Dr. Wallace's charity cut 
across religious differences.

R. WALLACE’S passing was 
D: great loss to China. He 

lived only to serve the Chi- 
nese. He held the people in 
high reverence, and they con- 
sidered him a great man. He 
often said that if he ever mar- 
oo he would marry a Chinese 
girl. 

The nurses in the hospital 
referred to him always as “Big 
Father,” the greatest tribute to 
a foreigner. 

During his imprisonment he 
suffered greatly. He was sub- 
jected to long periods of ques- 
tioning. Then, when he suf- 
fered aloud, the guards would 
jab him with bamboo poles 
through the bars—enough to 
upset any man's mind. It was 
his singlemindedness and devo- 
tion that made his prison life 
so difficult. 

He had no interest in politics, 
only in medicine. When he 
made his periodic calls at the 
Catholic mission it was useless 
for me to try and chat with 
him about world news. From 
dawn to dusk he lived only for 
his work and the Chinese peo- 
ple. 

This lack of outlet made it 
difficult for him to adjust to 
prison life. He just could not 
conceive that men would treat 
another man in the manner the 
Communists treated him, espe- 
cially after his attitude towards 
the Chinese. 

Despite the fact that the 
Reds had branded him as a 
criminal of the first order, the 
people who lived in the houses 
along the way to the Baptist 
cemetery set out double rows 
of lighted candles. It was ob- 
vious to all that they were 
showing reverence for a man 
| who was their friend. His 
| friends in the city contributed 
i and set up a monument on 
which is inscribed, “To Live Is 
Christ.” 

It will he a long time before 
China sees his like again.

We adults have harped so much on juvenile delin- 

quency that we have almost forgotten about the well-man- 
mered teen-agers, who are actually far in the majority. 
‘What efforts do we ever make to let them know that we are 
‘proud of them? 
The delinquents make the headlines. The delinquents 
lare all too often the ones we have in mind when we talk 
about teen-agers. But what of the kids who are growing 
up in a way to do us and their country proud? 

If we would pay more attention to them and be = little
